Washington, May 4.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ators Bacon and Clay, after an ex- 
haustive dicussion of the tariff bill, are 
agreed upon all'its schedules except the 
duty. on lumber. . Senator Bacon will 
vote for the retention of the present 
duty of $2, as a revenue tariff. Senator 
Clay is committed. to free. lumber, 
though he looks to see the duty fixed 
at $I. 

Both the Georgia senators will vote 
for free hides, free fertilizer material, 
free bagging and ties, free agricultural 
implements, and free boots and shoes. 
They will support the hosiery schedule 
in tte senate bill, which they consider 
more acceptable than the rates fixed In 
the Payne bill, which passed the house, 
They .favor a reduction in the woolen 


schedule. 

It is doubtful if any other state has 
two senators more in accord on the 
tariff bill than the two senators from 
Georgia. The only point of difference, 
as stated above, is the duty on lumber. 
It is a matter of history that democrats 
have divided on’ the lumber duty since 
the adoption of the Walker tariff in 
1848. 

Clay for Cheaper Sugar. 

Senator Clay said that while he fa- 
vored lumber being admitted free of 
duty, it seemed to be settled that the 
duty would be fixed at $i a thousand. 
It was placed at this figure in the 
house bill, and the republican members 
of the senate finance committee are 
understood to have unanimously agreed 
upon this rate. 

Senator Clay has completed his speech 
upon the tariff, in which he goes into 
the sugar schedule exhaustively. He 
believes a very great reduction can be 
made in the present duties on refined 
sugar. Such reduction, he insists, is ab- 
solutely demanded in:the interest of 
consumers and particularly the wage- 
earners of the country and péople of 
moderate means. 

Bacon Against High Hostfery. 
"Senator Bacon will have something 
interesting to say on the subject of 
hosiery. and knit goods when this 
schedule is reached in the bill. He says 
the present rates of duty on these ar- 
ticles are outrageous; that they are 
prohibitively protective, and force the 
people who buy the cheaper grades of 
stockings and underwear to pay exor- 
bitant prices for them. He is in favor 
of a great reduction in the rates on 
those classes of goods which people in 
moderate circumstances use, even if the 
high rates are maintained on the goods 
ustd by the wealthy. 

He has collected statistics showing 
the comparative prices of goods of the 
same quality sold in“ Europe and in 
America.

Washington, May 4.—Attacking the 
wool and cotton schedules of the pend- 
ing tariff bill as containing deceptive 
provisions, increasing rates of duty on 
méeny articles containing but a trifling 
quantity of wool, Senator Dolliver, of 
lowa, today delivered one of the :nost 
notable speeches presented to the sen- 
ate since the revision of the tariff 
has been under consideration.

Dolliver, “if I deal with things as they 
are, I suggest to the senator from 
Rhode Island that it will not be an 
adequate answer to reproach me with 
the «rrors of my youth or to disparage 
me because in other years I followed 
without question in the footsteps of 
our party leaders. If, in times past, I 
took, without disturbing ithe public 
peace, every act of the party, it was 
because 4% loved it; because tne young 
mar of that day found it a gvoid deal 
easier to idealize it than they some- 
times find it now.

WELLMAN TO FLY 


TO NORTH PUL 


He Will Renew. His Ef- 
fort Next Summer. 


All Preparations Have Been 
Made — Wellman Will Use 
the Balloon America — Bal- 
loon Must Travel 700 Miles 
to Reach the Pole. 


Washington, May 4—Walter Weli- 
man said today that he will, this sum- 
mer, renew his effort to reach the north 
pole by means of a dirigible balloon or 
an airship. <All the preparations have 
been made, and Mr. Wellman will sail 
next week for Paris and Norway. This 
expedition will be under Mr. Wellman’s 
individual ownership and responsibtl- 
ity. The capital has been supplied by 
Americans whe are interested in the 
enterprise solely on scientific and pa- 
triotic grounds. 

No change has been made in the gen- 
eral plan of the expedition, which 1s 
to assemble and inflate the airship at 
the headquarters station, Danes island, 
Spitzbergen, in June and July, and to 
start thence northward through te air 
in August, provided the weather condi- 
tions make a start practicable witn rea- 
sonable chance for success. The airship 
to be used is the America, which had 
a trial in a voyage of about 20° miles 
at Spitzbergen a year ago, last Septem- 
ber.

“COMMODITIES CLAUSE” 
BEING STUDIED BY TAFT 


President Will Ask Legislation 
to Prevent Evasion by 
Railroads. 


Washington, May 4,.—The decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the case of the “commodities 
clause”. of the Hepburn railroad rate 
law was discussed at the cabinet 
meeting today. President Taft re- 
peatedly has announced that he in- 
tends to take up and study the ques- 
tion of control of corporations during 
the summer months and that he hopes 
to be in position next December to 
submit definite views to Congress on 
the subject. The “commodities clause” 
decision undoubtedly will have a dis- 
tinct bearing on his consideration of 
the matter and it was said today that 
Mr. Taft will devote himself largely 
to the subject of recommending to 
Congress the passage of legislation 
which will prevent the possibility of 
an evasion of the clause by the coal 
railroads. 


Under the decision of the court the 
railroads can carry coal of any com- 
pany which. they do not own outright. 
Through holding companies, however, 
they could control the mine and the 
transportation of the output as though 
no law on the subject existed. To 
remedy the act in this respect will be 
the question to which the President 
will first direct his inquiry. 

Mr. Taft also will have recommen- 
dations to make as to legislation tend- 
ing to bring the railroads and other 
corporations more definitely under 
government regulations..

Paris, May 4.—The observations on the 
United States of America, by Guglielma, 
Ferrero, the Italian historian, which afte 
appearing in The Figaro, are attracting 
much attention. Signor Ferrero finds 
that the immense power wielded by the 
rich in America is due to their untram- 
meled activity, particularly as compared 
to Europe, where the state retains more 
or less control of all enterprises. This 
freedom of private initiative in America, 
the distinguished Italian attributes to 
the fat that fear of the state was the 
underlying principle of the American 
constitution, : 

The founders of the republic, Ferrero 
gays, were imbued with the French 
philosophy of the eighteenth century, 
and they could not foresee the formid- 
able forces which would emerge from the 
development of the gigantic resources 
of the land. As a result the American 
millionaire occupies a different position. 
Tie assumes responsibilities which in 
Europe fall upon the state, and with re- 
sponsibility comes power. 

“Owing to the weakness of the state 
in America all the superior intellectual 
and moral life of the country, scientific 
as well as religious, is falling gradually 
under the influence of the. wealthy 
classes.

torioum, and to heighten the color and 
charm of the setting. Great banners, 
which, in the perspective, trailed off into 
ribbons, ran from the rear of the bal- 
cony to the roof, gliass-rimmed, through 
which the tiny stars twinkled. Devoid 
of projecting pillars or other ocular im- 
pediment, the color scheme ran riot 
over the vast building, giving a scintll- 
lant overcasting to vie in point of col- 
or with the econchromatic assemblage 
seated on the arena floor and rising 
mountain-like to the very rafters on 
either side of a wonderful wealth of 
beauty and brilliancy, 

Notice that the program would begin 
promptly at 8:15 o'clock, and no one 
would be seated during the renditéon of 
a number, had caused the great major- 
ity of the audience to be assembled and 
seated when the director's baton waved 
for the opening bar of the overture. 
But in order that this might be accom- 
plished, and the 6,000 people present, 
at that hour. brought there the trans- 
portation facilities of the city were 
taxed to their utmost. 

Every carriage, taxicab and 
vehicle that could be pressed into serv- 
ice was put into use, in addition to 
the increased service of the street car 
system. 

An endless chain of cars went moving 
from Broad and Marietta down Edge- 
vwrood avenue, stopping at Courtland 
street to unload and loop the 
Joop around up by Piedmont ave- 
nue and into Gilmer street, dart- 
ing by the auditorium to get on 
Edgewood avenue again and back to 
the city. These kept the transfer pas- 
sengers from all sections of the city 
from congestion at five points. 

An Automobile Jam. 

Those not dependable upon street 
cars, but were blessed with automo- 
biles, found Courtland street a chug- 
ging conglomeration of limousines, 
road cars and taxicabs, cluttering in 
their frenzy to deposit their passengers 
and get park Space and wait for their 
occupants after the show. Over" 500 
cars were crowded onto Courtland 
street, running up on the viaduet in an 
effort to let the crowd through and 
find park space for themselves. 

The. main entrance was congested 
from 7:30 o'clock until long after the 
program began in passing into the bril- 
liantly lighted and brilliantly decorated 
auditorium. 

An inyoluntary ‘‘A-h-h-h” escaped a}l, 
as, for the first time, they came into the 
presence of Atlanta’s pride. 

Before them, stretched acres of arena 
seats, while on either side more seats 
rose mountain-high. 

Ushers, in evening clothes, fifty-five 
|in number, stationed all over the build- 
ing, two or moretoa section, seated 
the audience with accuracy and pre- 
cision, following the direction of the 
‘head ushers, who were bureaus of in- 
‘formation following a‘ week of rigid 
instruction. 

No Hats Were Worn. 

Following the printed notice, that no 
hats were to be worn, and the sugges- 
tion that evening dress be, worn, At- 
lanta was treated to the widat regally 
splendid spectacle ever seen in the 
city, for over 60 per cent of the audi- 
ence bowed.-to the suggestion of Dame 
Fashion, and came in evening dress. 
No hats were worn during, the program, 
those worn being removed, under the 
theater law of the city. 

Upon entering—late—the arena seats 
just ahead presented an acre of low-

Stirring as from a dream when the 
final notes of the orchestra and chorus 
died away in the concluding number, 
the vast audience poured from the au- 
ditorium in a living stream. The first 
evening had been a brilliant success. 
the acoustics had been pronounced per- 
fect, and the Festival a wonderful rev- 
elation to the music lovers of the 
world. : 
Waiting cars were parked on the Gil- 
mer street entrance, fifty in number, 
routed for every line in the city, with 
their destinations flashing from _ the 
front. As fast as the cars were filled, 
which was not long, they moved in 
slow procession up Edgewood avenue 
and then darted out to their divers 
destinations. 
On the Courtland street side there was 
a babel of sound with the chug-chug 
of tha cars being cranked up and snort- 
ing and puffing, cager for the genii 
BasoOline to be at work and whir! them 
away to the clubs, where, perhaps. a 
hundred private parties were being 
given. 

It was long after midnight before the 
auditorium was suffused in darkness 
and Atlanta went home to dream with 
the music of the Festival still ringing 
in their ears to lull them to sleep. 

The first matinee will be given this 
afternoon, and another brilliant pro- 
gram is arranged and announced for 
tonight.

The new Auditerium-Armory will

Signor Scottis solo number was the 
prologue from “Pagliacci,” that fa- 
millar baritone favorite which displayed 
at its best the singer's pure Italian tone 
and ‘‘method,” as well as his fine dra- 
matic sense and strength. He is artist 
to the finger tips, and the prologue, 
touching, as it does, upon a wide range 
of emotions, was in itself, as Scotti sang 
it, explanation of his fame in many 
roles.

President of Board Authorized | 
to Sign Contract With Land- 
scape Artists — Great Im- 
provements Made in Parks 
During Month of April. 


At a meeting of the park board yes-. 
terday afternoon a resolution Was 
adopted authorizing the president of the) 
board to sign a contract at once with 
Olmsted Brothers, landscape artists, of 
Brookline, 'Mass,, for plans for the per- 
manent improvement of Ptedmont park.

INSPECTION BETTER THAN BONDS. 

Atlanta hag had some sad experience with her street contractors. She 
has learned the lesson that a bond given by a street contractor to keep an 
asphalt street in good condition for ten years is little more than a meaning- 
less formality. "i 

The city gets the streets put down of the required thickness, but when 
ft comes to the quality of materials, the contractors have it practically their 
own way. When it is sought to require the contractor to make repairs of 
wornout pavement he offers ready excuse, and the city has never yet been able 
to enforce the terms of a bond. | 

All this has been brought out in the report of the special committee 
appointed to investigate the differences between the department of public 
works and city engineering. | 

In that report the fact that Atlanta has poorly constructed asphalt streets 
—streets nominally guaranteed for ten years,. but which wear out often in 
one-third that time—is attributed not: to the lack of diligence or care on the 


—in making no provision for inspection of materials before they are mixed 
and ready for laying. 

It is made clear that Atlarita bas no such thing as an adequate system 
of inspection of the materials which enter into asphalt street construction, 
and the quality of the materials is a large element of value, for poor pave- 
ment will quickly wear out, no matter how thickly it may be laid. 

It would appear that this fatal defect in the system of street conetruc- 
tion should have demanded attention long ago: but in any event the city 
has learned: by this time that it cannot depend on contractors’ bonds, and 
if it would get what it pays for, it must know in the beginning that the 
contractors are furnishing not only good workmanship, but also high-grade 
materials. 

There is scarcely a city of any size or importance in the country but 
makes provision for ascertaining and knowing every detail: regarding the 
quality of materials used in its street pavements. ‘ 

There is no large corporation or business concern but provides its own 
inspector and ascertains that the materials used in construction work cor- 
respond to contract specifications. 

Of what use are specifications if they are to be left solely to the con- 
tractor’s interpretation and the dictation of self-interest? 

There can te no cause for wonder that Atlanta's asphalt streets often 
go quickly to pieces and, sometimes, within less than half the guarantee 
period, acquire the appearance of botched patchwork. 

Atlanta’s council should adopt the suggestions of this committee and 
provide for a complete and adequate system of inspection, going into every 
detail, before another block of street pavement is laid. 
| Such a system, rigorously enforced, with provision that nothing which 
falls short of specifications in any particular shall be accepted, would-be 
worth more to the city than all the contractors’ bonds that ever clut- 
tered up the pigeonholes in the clerk of council's safe. 

If it is known that the city has received the best materials, along with 
g00d workmanship, it doesn’t make much difference whether the contractor 
gives a bond or not. 

If council will adopt this plan now, there need be no more mistakes. 

The city’s streets are one of its foremost assets and immediate steps 
should be taken to prevent in future the rapid and wasteful depreciation to 
which they have often been subjected through the use of paving materials 
which cannot stand the test of practical use.

land labored month after month, day 
after night, with William B. Allison 
in the preparation of the only schedule 
of woo! and woolens in forty years in 
which either the public interest or the 
welfare of the republican party was 
made paramount over sordid private 
considerations.”’ 

Aldrich Stung by Dolliver. 

When Mr. Doliiver declared, as he 
said. upon the authority of Mr. Aldrich, 
that the schedules of the pending Dill 
were made by officers of the New York 
custom house, and not by the commit- 
tee on finance, Mr Aldrich premptly de-

Schedules Handed to Aldrich. 

Saying the ofigin of the woolen was 
not more mysterious than that of the 
cotton schedule, Mr. Dolliver, referring 
to Mr. Aldrich, said that “it was evi- 
dently handed to him by others just 
as it was to me, and the only differ- 
ence between us is that I have grown 
a little more curious than he has been 
to see what was in the package?’ 

He quoted from a speech delivered by 
the late Senator Sherman in 1867 con- 
cerning the wool schedule, in which 
Mr. Sherman said he would prefer “‘to 
take it in the very words they have

given us so that if they are not sat-

He also referred to a letter by Theo- 
dore Justice, of Philadelphia, in which 
he said ‘“‘he gives a rather vivid de- 
scription of how poor McKinley, be- 
wildered by the intricacies of the woo!

STOCKS WERE ACTIVE 
WITH SOME ADVANCES 


Wall Street Discusses Effect of 
Supreme Court Decision 
on the Railroads. 


New York, May 4.—An animated ané4é 
varied speculation was carriéa on in 
the stock market today, and the uplift 
of prices was comprehensive and 
marked. The strength-was uneven and 
the movement in a few stocks over- 
Shadowed the whole market. Reading 
still held the most conspicuous place 
in the transactions, and the supreme 
court decision on the commodities 
clause of the Hepburn act was the con- 
tinued subject of most earnest discus- 
sion. Reading had been picked as the 
medium for expression of feeling on 
this subject for months past, and its 
violent oscillation today was the index 
of speculative opinion, and was fol- 
lowed in close sympathy, but in widely 
varying degree. by the whole list. No 
small part of the speculative enthusiasm 
which found expression in the operations 
in stocks was based upon most liberal 
construction of the supreme court's de- 
cision in its bearing on the whole sub- 
ject of corporation control. The 
Sapient comment was heard amongst 
brokers that the annulment of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law would follow as @ 
natural consequence from the princi- 
ples laid down on the commodities 
clause decision. Renewed safeguard for 
property and vested rights were in- 
ferred from the tenor of the opinion 
of the court and the laying of a threat 
of danger from the spread of legal re- 
straint was assumed from the necessary 
shaping of public policy to conform to 
the law. Beyond these very general and 
loosely assumed consequences the in- 
fluence of the decision was perceptible 
in many directions in a more special 
application. It was maintained that 
the -cooperation device of the holding 
company had received new authority 
and justification in view of the coun- 
try’s highest judicial authority. It was 
pointed out that acts by subsidiary cor- 
porations for the benefit of the parent 
corporation might be permissible under 
this construction as implied by the ex- 
emption granted to the coal carriers 
for the acts of the controlled anthracite 
companies. This inference was applied 
to the case of the United States Steel 
Corporation, in itself a holding company, 
and the most important in existence. 
The corporation's responsibilities in 
connection with its iron ore lands 
controlled railroads were held to be 
materially modified. The comment 
about the financial district construed 
the new permissions toward holding 
companies as reviving the possibilities 
of great railroad mergers by a revision 
of the methods by which the Northern 
Securities Company was formed to ef- 
fect the combination of the Northern 
Pacific. the Great Northern and the 
Chicago. Burlington and Quincy rafl- 
roads. <A particular application of the 
new conditions to the Union Pacific 
and its large holdings of stocks in 
other railroad companies was discernibie 
in the activities and strength of that 
etock. 

Outside of the numerous implications 
drawn from yesterday's supreme court 
decision there were not many motives 
apparent for the greatliv increased ac- 
tivity of the market. Railroad net 
earnings for March were reported in 
great number. and the favorable com- 
parison with March of last vear was of 
helpful effect on the speculation. The 
relatively low level of last vears earn- 
ings. with which the comparisons are 
made. was lost sight of The rise tn 
the country’s hank clearings for Apri! 
to a record volume was looked upon as 
good evidence of trade expansion. Fs- 
timates by official authorities of sev- 
eral states of the progress of the crops 
during April were not convincing. and 
the government crop report on Friday 
ig looked to with specia!] interest. In- 
dustrial preferred stocks were especia!- 
ly strong again ied by United States 
Steel preferred. This movement seemed 
due to a belated recognition of the ex- 
tra security enjoyed by this class of 
ehares and the high income return 
yielded by them in comparison with 
other investment securities. The firm 
tone of the foreign exchange market, 
a hardening of the private discount 
rate in ‘London and a fal! in the Paris 
cheque on London united to foreshado 
a further outgo of gold from New York. 
There was a deposit also of $500,000 at 
at the subtreasury for telegraphic trans- 
fer to San Francisco. These evidences 
of forces of depletion of bank reserves 
at work made no impression on tha 
local monev market. and did not dis- 
turb the speculative confidence with 
which the large operations in stocks 
were pushed. The active speculative 
demand was supplied freely from vari- 
Ous sources, including London. during 
the day. and prices underwent a sharp 
reaction before the close.

BULL LEADERS PUSH 
UP PRICE OF WHEAT 


Advance of One and a Half to 
Four Cents—aAll Deliv- 
eries Are Up. 


Chicago, May 4—Wheat prices ad- 
vanced from |! !-2 to 4c today on vigor- 
ous support by leaders of: the bull 
campaign, who were generally sup- 
posed to have previously deserted the 
cause. The market closed with all de- 
liveries selling at the top price on the 
day, and at net gains of | i-4 to 3 5-8@ 
33-4c. Corn and ats also closed 
strong, but provisions were .rather 
weak. 

The sharp upturn in wheat occurred 
late in the day, although the July de- 
livery showed moderate gains early in 
the session. The action of the market 
seemed to discredit the rumors set 
afloat at the time of the severe slump 
in prices two weeks ago, that the Pat- 
ten interests had abandoned the.‘‘deal,” 
owing to adverse publicity. Thig house 
today was credited with heav pur- 
chases of the July-delivery, while at tle 
same time it was a moderate seller of 
the May option. At the high point to- 
day the July delivery sold at $1.16, 4c 
above the low point of the session and 
more than !0c above the iow point 
touched on the recent sensational 
break. May at the same time sold at 
$1.28, a gain of 93-4 compared with 
the low mark recorded on April 26 
when the tide turned in favor of thé 
bulls. The deferred futures showed 
gains of nearly 3c from the .low point 
of the day, September advancing to 
$1.05 3-4 ang December to $1.03 7-8. The 
principal bullish influences were the 


‘Oklahoma and Ohio state reports. The 


condition of the crop of the former 
state is officially estimated at 74, com- 
pared with 78 a month ago, while in 
Ohio the condition of growing wheat 
Was placed at 66, which, although 
representing an improvement of 4 
points, compared with last month, is 26 
points below the condition of the crop 
a year ago. Western Kansas also sent 
in more emphatic reports of damage 
to the new crop by high winds and 
dry weather, and in a few instances 
by the green bug. The foreign weekly 
crop summary also indicated that the 
European wheat crop had not shown 
the gains generally expected since 
growing weather set in. The north- 


western markets failed to follow close- ; 


ly the advance here, the situation there 
being somewhat depressed by the more 
favorable weather for farm work on 
both sides of the international bound- 
ary. 

Considering the sharp advance in 
wheat. the prices of corn made only 
moderate gains, and final figures show- 
ed a rise of only !-8 to 3-8 compared 
with the previous close. Leading shorts 
hammered the market all day, but 
made no headway except to restrain to 
some extent the advancing tendency 
produced by the bulge in wheat.
